The gold lifeline attached to 
Edward H. White II while he 
waltzed through space is 
called an umbilical by engi- 
neers. 


It is exactly that. Coming 


from 
the 
womb of

spacecraft, it provided the 
Air Force major with the 
ingredients to stay 
alive 


while traveling 17.500 miles 
per hour about 135 miles 
above the earth. 


The 25-foot line was cov- 


ered with a dazzling gold 
color to regulate heat, keep- 
ing 
the 
nylon 
cool. 
It 


weighed 9.3 pounds, count- 
ing the connections needed 
to attach it to the suit. 


A tether line, capable of 


withstanding 1.000 pounds of 
pull, was inside the umbili- 
cal. The tether is only 23 
feet 
long. One end 
was 


attached to White's seat in 
the spacecraft and the other 
end fitted into a ring on his 
parachute harness. 


The tether is shorter so 


all the stress will be on it 
instead of on the umbilical.

inch diameter umbilical are 
two electrical leads attach- 
ed to the biomedical har- 
ness strapped to White's 
chest.

When he made the change- 


over to his communication 
and biomedical links, there 
was a period of about one 
minute when he was out of 
touch with ground commu- 
nications. 


The biomedical lines moni- 


tored 
his heartbeat 
and 


respiration. Dr. Charles A. 
Eerry. astronaut physician, 
said White has a low pulse 
beat because of his excel- 
lent physical condition, but 
Berry said he expected to 
see a marked increase in 
pulse rate during the space 
walk.

S/iou/cf Voters Speak English? 


On* of th* 
most questionable of 


amendments added to the civil rights bill 
as requested by the Johnson Administra- 
tion and worked out on a bipartisan level, 
is a guarantee of the right to vote for any 
citizen who has completed six grades of 
education whether or not he understands, 
speaks or reads the English language. This 
implies that \oting intelligently is some 
sort of ability inherent in Americans. 


Of course there are many voters who 


speak English who go to the polls without 
even knowing the names of the candidates 
until they see them listed on the ballot. 
The ability to read English is no guarantee 
that the individual will seek to find out the 
qualifications of the candidates or make 
sensible judgements of them. Some of the 
required campaign techniques, including 
the need for a great deal of money to buy 
advertising, does not contribute to the 
ideal of representative government and the 
availability 
of 
the 
facts 
about 
each 


candidate. 


But the language amendment, sponsor- 


ed by New York Senators Jacob Javjts and 
Robert Kennedy, overlooks the realities. 
English is our national language. The only 
major 
group 
of 
people 
whom 
the 


amendment is supposed to serve is the 
330.000 Puerto Ricans living in New York 
City who speak and understand little if 
any English. Although there are available 
Spanish language newspapers and radio 
programs, certainly the opportunity to 
learn 
all sides of an issue or the 


qualifications of all the candidates is cut 
down for those who cannot read English 
newspapers and hear the candidates who 
lull usually speak in English. 


The New York Senators. w« must 


assume, 
were 
more concerned 
about 


gaming the votes of the Spanish speaking 
Puerto Ricans for themselves in future 
elections than about guaranteeing the 
participation of all Americans in govern- 
ment. It is not too much to ask that 
Americans who do not know the English 
language take the time to learn it in order 
to qualify for voting. 


Legislators Refuse Advice 


Two years ago with considerable hoopla 


the state legislature commissioned a group 
of leading private citizens and specialists 
to examine the trend in public sen-ice 
demands and public expenditure burdens, 
and 
to prepare recommendations for 


stabilizing them or. at the very least, 
slowing the rate of acceleration. 


About two-thirds of the men who 


answered the 1963 roll calls on the 
creation of the so-called "Committee of 
25" are sitting in the legislature today. But 
the committee's report might have been 
written by a group of natives of Timbuctoo 
or by a committee of the New Mexico 
legislature, for all of the regard that has 
been shown it this term in either the 
senate or assembly. Most of the proposals 
advanced by the fiscal study committee 
have been either ignored or defeated to 
date. 


To some extent the committee was 


handicapped by a lack of staff assistance, 
and more particularly, public information 
aid that is often necessary to arouse and 
inform public opinion on political and 
legislative matters. Occasionally it de- 


toured far from its suggested task, as when 
it involved itself in welfare department 
policy problems that represented expan- 
sions of public senices and enlargement of 
expenditure liability. 


But 
some of its responsible and 


thoughtful proposals have been dismissed 
almost as casually as those of the most 
transparent of the special interest groups 
in the legislative bill list, sometimes with 
the assistance of the very men who 
inspired the creation of the study group 
only two years ago.

Republican invention, pushed through a 
Republican legislature, and intended to 
provide an insight 
for

administration which its authors believed 
and hoped would be in power in the state 
capitol this year. But the results, and more 
important the attitude of the legislative 
and administration Republicans toward its 
findings and conclusions, have pretty 
clearly indicated that it was intended as a 
campaign propaganda device rather than 
as a genuine and earnest vehicle for fiscal 
improvements in a government that needs 
them.

When Fidel Castro took over control of 


Cuba's government or at least when he 
became a Soviet puppet in the Caribbean, 
he vowed to end Cuba's reliance upon the 
sugar industry. The cane fields., were a 
symbol of subservience to the United 
States.

would soon be heavily industrialized and 
its agriculture would be diversified 


But this commendable aim. as far as 


the Cuban economy is concerned, somehow 
has been forgotten 
Cuba is back on a 


sugar kick and t le army as well as all 
propaganda forces of the government are 
making sure the sugar is harvested.

cally abandoned the cane fields some years 
ago for easier and better paying jobs in the 
cities have been enlisted as '-volunteers" 
frr night sen ice in the fields Transported 
by truck and bus. they work for four hours 
and then return to a short night's sleep 
before reporting for their regular work in 
the 
morning 
Members of the 
armed 


services ha\e also been put to work 
harvesting sugar cane. And the result has 
been something of a success, after three 
bad >ear?. Cuba is expected to harvest 


nearly 6 million tons of sugar this year. 
Castro's goal, he says, is an average 
harvest of 10 million tons. 


But it would appear that Castro was 


closer to being right economically when he 
was trying to diversify Cuban industry. 
Cuba has a trade agreement with the 
Soviet 
Union 
and 
other 
Communist 


countries for a barter deal in sugar. But 
Russia is dumping some of the product on 
the world market—and Cuba needs to sell 
on that market. About a fifth of its crop is 
expected to go to non-Communist coun- 
tries, especially Japan. Morocco and Spain. 
But the competition will be tough. This has 
been a good year for sugar in other 
producing notions snd th£ 1S6G world crop 
is expected to better 70 million tons. 


The artificial price given to Cuba by 


the United States for \ears did in a way tie 
that nation to a sugar economy. But it also 
provided a guaranteed price w-ell above the 
v.orld market price that is no longer 
a\aiiabie to Cuba. If Cuba was subservient 
to the United States because of its reliance 
upon sugar, it is now subsement to the 
Soviet Union and at a far lower price. This 
isn't exactly notable progress.

In about 1830 a Norwegian 


chemist discovered that tome 
retarded children had this ex* 


which we definitely know how to 
prevent! 


The bask point is to feed; 


protein from which most of the 
phenylalanine has been remov- 
ed. This can be done, and this 
type of protein food is available 
as a special preparation for 
such children. 


Low-protein foods (fruits and 


vegetables) can be eaten in 
normal quantities, along with 
generous amounts of carbohy- 
drates and modest amounts of 
cereals. Vitamins and iron are 
added. 


The diet must be continued 


indefinitely 
If it is stopped, 


then the phenylaline will build 
up again, and can damage the 
brain. 


Obviously. the important point 


is to discover this PKU condi- 
tion very early in life, certainly
